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SHORT WAVE RADIO LISTENING OUTLAWED 
_ (From GEARVAK, Bulletin Spring 88) 
A bill just passed by Congress has completely outlawed the 
unauthorized interception of short wave radio signals by all 
Americans not cleared by the White House’ Office of Telecom- 


munications. President Reagan has promised to sign the bill into © 


law as soon as he returns from his latest vaction at Camp Nancy. 
__Terming radio waves ‘‘the property of the government, not the 
‘run of the mill citizen,” Congress ruled that Americans are not 
entitled to listen to any radio signals not specifically intended for 
them unless they, as individuals, have passed a loyalty test, ob- 
tained a CIA clearance, and received White House approval. 

The bill mandates the surrender of all short wave receivers and 
scanners to the Bureau of Accounting Office by July 1. The penalty. 
for violating the law is life imprisonment. 

The transmission of strictly commercial radio signals is not 
affected by the law. Reception of T.V. game shows, sitcoms and 
commercials as well as radio traffic reports are exempt from the 
prohibition as long as the receivers are incapable of picking up 
short wave broadcasts or other prohibited waves. Anyone at- 
tempting to protest the implementation of the new law may 
disappear. a 

No special exemptions were granted to amateur radio 


‘ operators, therefore all hams must leave the air permanently on 


July 1. Hams who wish to remain free should refrain from men- 
tioning the new law, its consequences, or their opinions of it.

FAR EAST ADVENTURE

No, this is not a story about hamming in the Orient as I didn’t 
take any equipment with me, though I did talk to the radio officer 
aboard the Royal Viking Star cruise ship in the chance that they 
had some ham equipment aboard. He said since the ship has an all- 
Scandanavian crew but is registered in the Bahamas, it wasn’t 
practical. uot 

Anyway, my wife and I plus friends from California, boarded 
the ship at Kobe, Japan, after first stopping for a day in Honolulu to 
break up the long flight from Los Angeles to Osaka, Japan. Only 
being there a day didn’t give us much time for sightseeing so we 
just relaxed on Waikaki Beach before continuing on to Japan. 

We were met at the ariport in Osaka and taken by van to Kobe 
about 20 miles away. There we stayed overnight at the Portopia 
Hotel, a beautiful modern hotel near the port. Due to the reduced 
value of the dollar against the yen, prices in Japan are very high. A 
fancy dinner in the hotel was around $75 per person so we went 
outside the hotel and ate at a nearby restaurant for ‘only’ $40 
each. 4 ' 

The next day we were bussed to-the cruise ship, the Royal Viking 
Star, and got settled into our cabin. Our home for the next two 
weeks: — 4 

We left Kobe for Nagasaki and sailed through the Inland Sea and 
beneath the just completed and longest suspension bridge in the 
world, over nine miles long, that connects two of Japans southern 
islands, Honshu and Shikoku. It took 10 years to build at a cost of 
$8.6 billion. The toll to cross it one way is $45. It has two levels with 
trains running on the lower level and cars and busses on the upper 
level. 

Arriving at Nagasaki, we visited the Glover House and Gardens 
which is where Madame Butterfly lived while waiting for 
Lieutenant Pinkerton to return.

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A GUEST EDITORIAL 
SECOND THOUGHTS — 
A RECONSIDERATION OF THE NO-CODE LICENSE 
By Francis J. Merceret, WB4BBH 

I am 45 years old, have been licensed since 1960, and hold the 
extra class license. I’m a life member of the ARRL. My major 
interest in ham radio is DXing with an emphasis on C.W. I have 
always opposed the ‘‘no-code”’ license concept, often vigorously 
and vocally. Now I’ve reconsidered the matter. I was wrong. I’d 
like to tell you why. 

The major concern always was and still is the quality of the 
amateur service and its members. Experience teaches us that 
without entry barriers, the lowest common denominator will bring 
down the quality of any group. The Citizens Band experience made 
it clear that this applies to radio communications. No barriers led 
to no discipline, no competence, and eventually to the loss of even 
basic civility. : 

My error was the assumption that the only meaningful entry 


barrier had to be the Morse Code. The technical stuff came so 


easily to me that it seemed no barrier at all, but I had to work at the 
code — and I was darned well going to see that anyone else who 
wanted tobeahamworkedatittoo! i 

Enlightenment came with the purchase of an all-mode TNC to 
access the D.X. Bulletin Board run on packet by the South Florida 
D.X. Association on two meters. The technical complexity of the 
digital modes is daunting, and the operating procedures and 
protocols are complex and extensive. There is quite enough work 
available to tax and test the sincerity, intelligence, and desire of 
would-be hams if they are required to master the world of digital 
communications in lieu of C.W. , 
~ The plain truth is that as much as I love C.W., it is outmoded. It 
will always be around for fun, just like the horse — but we don’t 
require a horsemanship element in driver’s license tests. The time 
has come for a VHF no-code license with an emphasis on digital 
and space communications to refresh and rebuild our ranks. The 


_ new operators can be invited to experience the joy of C.W. after 


they’ve joined the fraternity. Its always more pleasant to learn a 
new skill because you want to, and not because you have to.

As I sit here typing this column I am listening toa group of what ... 


I call real DXers. They are working Paul, T77T on 3788 KHz and 
everyone is having a ball. The amount of consideration for the D.X.

I worked my first D.X. during a contest and became hooked. My .

gain of 10 new countries towards the coveted C.Q.-D.X. and DXCC 
awards that seemed to elude me. 


No matter if you are for or against contesting it is still a fine 
source for gathering together the countries and getting to know the 
others in this fine sport of ours. 


Well, the request that I put into my column some time back has 
not filled the mailbox with responses, so I guess I’ll proceed using 
my own observations. , 

My present antenna for 10/15/20 is a two-element cubical quad 
up at 37 feet. This antenna has allowed me to work the D.X. sooner 
than the band seemed to be open and then sometimes it stays in 
there a little longer. ; 


At my former QTH I had a three-element triband Yagi up at 55 
feet and it didn’t perform as well as does this quad. 

You are right in one of your observations in that it is a difficult 
antenna to assemble and to erect. But once it’s in place get the 
logbook and the pencils, the upgrade on receive alone is worth the 
work involved for me. So it’s obvious that I vote for the quad on 
10/15/20. - 

My views are not shared by Ed, W4GW who prefers a monoband 
(or high-quality multibander) mounted at least 60 feet high. Hats 
off to Ed for sending in his antenna preferences, along with some 
fine observations on D.X. lists.

One night we handled 40 messages on the late 
session which proves the point I try to make when confronted by those who doubt the 
usefulness of the FAST Net. 

Obviously the net is not in the same traffic volume league as some other section level 
nets. However, it is our purpose to be a safety net, catching the overflow traffic and 
provide additional outlets during times of increased traffic activity or emergencies. 

A while back I was involved in a discussion concerning precedence of net business. It 
was agreed that a net should conduct business in the following order: (1) emergency /pri- 
ority traffic; (2) official bulletins or net announcements; and (3) formal traffic. 

Any other activities the net chooses to engage in should follow after the above criteria 
have been adequately met. On occasion it may be practical to deviate slightly, but should 
not become part of standard net procedure. 

While this is not a problem on the FAST Net, I feel it is appropriate to mention because 
this is the fundamentals on which the FAST Net is based. 

This format results in a streamlined net that can quickly begin passing traffic. Barring 
any emergency traffic bulletins, traffic can be flowing in one to two minutes of the first 
net call.

ORIGINATING TRAFFIC 

As you know, Florida has many excellent state and local traffic 
nets. What is the life blood of any traffic net? The magic word is 
“traffic.” 

Without it a net is mud, nil, dullsville! Take the DEN (Dade 
Emergency Net) which meets weekly on th 40/00 Homestead 
repeater and other nets on 220, 440, 10 meters and packet. The net 
normally runs about 120 to 135 check-ins. Not bad! In fact good! 

However, the big down fall is the weekly traffic count — about 
one or two. Sometimes none. (See ‘Traffic Totals.’’) What a 
shame! All that effort extended and not one message generated! 
How can people learn how to handle traffic — if they don’t handle 
any? They can’t. 

We are sure there are dozens of other local VHF nets that have 
the same problem in Florida. If each check-in station would 
originate just one message every other check-in, there would be 
plenty of traffic on our nets. Send a message to your families up 
north, in-state, any place. 

About four months ago I joined our local Miami Springs Senior 
Citizens group of about 120 to 130 members. The senior program 
provides for games, field trips, shopping trips — Monday through 
Friday — hot lunches. Plus many other mild activities for us old 
folks! They are always looking for different things to do. 

The thought came, how could I help the seniors? The answer 
was simple. After checking with the senior center director, I gavea 
“pitch’’ over the P.A. system during lunch when over 100 people 
were present, . . .on amateur radio. 

I offered to set up a ‘‘collection box”’ in which they would send 
free radiograms to the friends anywhere in the USA or Canada. I 
explained in detail how the message would get there and how it 
would be delivered free of charge on the other end. They thought 
the idea was great and in a matter of a few days the box started to 
fill. 

Each day I would pick up the messages and put them on the 
Gator Net the following morning. So far we have handled over 185 
seniorgrams and received many replies via radio. Dozens of 
seniors have come up to me with a big smile and said, ‘Gee, it 
works. I haven’t heard from them in years...” 

Maybe you could dream up some way to put more blood into 
your traffic nets before they die on the frequency. Fy

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SIMULATED EMERGENCY TEST

Recently a hurricane passed through Northern Florida and 

everyone was cleaning up the debris and attempting to restore 
“commerce and utilities to normal. 

Around 7:00 a.m. on October 15, 1988 a ‘‘tornado warning’’ was 
issued for the area and the Alachua County Amateur Radio 
Emergency Service went into action. The warning was passed to 
the ARES member by use of the telephone tree, with the message to 
monitor the K4DPZ repeater for further information and advice. 

At 7:30 a.m. while the members were in route to the assembly 
point at the Alachua County Department of Emergency Services 
(DES) the ‘‘tornado alert’’ was issued. Touch downs were being 
reported in all parts of the country. 

Arriving at DES it was found that communications by radio or 
telephone were out. Communications for~ police, fire and 
emergency medical service were shifted to ARES. 

By 8:00 a.m. a net control station was activated at the Alachua 
County DES Command Center in the basement of the county office 
building. The net operating frequency was now shifted from the 
repeater to 145.52 simplex. 

Fortunately the members were caught in route and teams were 
dispatched to the four corners of the county. 

In the northeast corner W4JKE, Chuck; WT4A,‘ Dean; and 
N4QEE, Diane went to Orange Heights. In the northwest corner 
KJ4WR, Bob and N4TWX, Terry went to Alachua. In the southern 


section N40VO, Ed and WB4VAU, Larry went to Micanopy. In the - 


western section W4UZB, Bob and N40OK, Dan went to Jonesville. 
W4LIV Jack manned the station at the Division of Forestry 
Headquarters. 

At net control/DES Command Center we found N4QYS, Larry; 
WA4UFO, Jack; and KJ4GP, John. The Red Cross Chapter House 
Station was manned by W4TKE, Walt and KB4UF J, Andi. At the 
W4DFU Club Station, N4CUF, Tim had direct liaison with Shands 
Hospital. Some of the stations — were operating with other than 
commercial power. 

At 9:00 a.m. the teams were in place and the situation reports 
began to flow into the command center. Approximately 38 
messages were handled by the communications center by F.M. 
voice. Packet stations were operating at Orange Heights, Red 
Cross, W4DFU and at net control. The packet mode was especially 
useful in passing voluminous messages containing detailed 
medical information and detailed triage reports. 

While the Alachua County Simulated Test was underway, the 
Northern Florida Section of ARES conducted a SET in conjunction 
with the Florida Division of Forestry..DOF). NF40, Earle manned 
the H.F. communications link with J.P. Green DOF Tallahassee 
Fire coordinator and DOF in Nassau County and acted as VHF 


secondary control station. A tape recording of all H.F. and VHF © 


communications was made. 
The drill was secured at 12:00 by a message to: ALL STATIONS

BOOK MESSAGES 
By Joe Scungio, N4KFU 

The various ARRL publications state that book messages may — 
be used when. two or more messages have identical parts. As a 
traffic handler I usually defined a book message as messages with 
the same text but different addresses which as ee have the same 
signatures or different ones. 

Either definition is correct depending on which book, ARRL 
publication or magazine that is quoted. They facilitate rapid 
handling of similar messages traffic and should be used whenever 
possible: Count book messages as follows: 

Count one message for every three, plus one for any message 
over a multiple of three (2=1, 3=1, 4=2, 5=2, 6=2, 7=3, etc.). The 
identical parts are sent first (i.e. _ preamble, text and signature if 
same), then those parts which are different. (variable) are tran- 
smitted. 

Excellent examples can be found in the ARRL Operating 
Manual, the Net Directory and the old ARRL ‘Operating an 
Amateur Radio Station.”’ 

When listing a book of seven just say, ‘“‘Sarasota three.’”’ Don’t 
say ‘‘Book of Seven.”’ 

NCS’s have enough to do without trying to figure out how many. 
I can’t count too good anyway . . . Hi. 

- When you send the book traffic you do begin by saying, ‘‘Book of 
Seven’’ etc., etc. 

When you deliver book traffic. you- of course unbook single 
messages for each réceiving station and leave them in book form if 
two or more are to be delivered to the same receiving station. 

I hope I can remember this, but most likely I’ll have to look it up

What is USAF MARS? 

The Military Affiliate Radio System is an organization of 
licensed amateur-radio operators working with military stations, 
who are interested in communications and electronics. MARS 
provides an auxiliary force of trained, volunteer radio com- 
municators and an existing communications system available to 
military and other officials in the event of local or national 
emergency. As part of continuing training MARS provides a 
system for handling military administrative, third-party morale 
messages and official emergency traffic. 

What can MARS do for you? 

MARS offers the amateur radio operator another avenue to 
advance his/her enjoyment of what is really more than a hobby. 
MARS involves many facets of communication worldwide: RTTY, 
C.W., packet, voice and phone patch. MARS offers you an op- 
portunity to perform a public service by handling messages from 
our military and government service personnel overseas and their 
families back home. 

Who may join MARS? 

Any licensed amateur radio operator that is 14 years of age or 
older and is a U.S. citizen or a resident alien. Novice licensed 
operators are limited to one-year membership after which they 
must upgrade their amateur license. 

There are three branches of MARS: Air Force MARS, Army 
MARS and Navy Marine Corp MARS. Each of them accomplish the 
same goals. Each of them offer you the same opportunity to use 
your hobby to perform a public service.

Also, ‘‘Thank you for the cooperation you have shown in the 
phone patches you have made for the USS Sampson deployed on 
UNITAS XXIX. Communications with the States from South 
American countries is poor to non-existent. Mail is very irregular 
due to the political climate of most of these third world countries,”’ 
according to Gene Bannon, KB4HAH/MM2, EWC (SW), USN. 

To express their appreciation, Buck, WB4DXD, and his XYL, 
Grace, were given a VIP tour of the USS Forrestal in Mayport, 
Florida in early November. This ship is 1,039 feet long with a flight 
deck 252 feet wide. With a crew of 5,000 this ship was recently 
deployed in the Arabian Sea (formerly the Persian Gulf). This 
required Buck to adjust his sleeping and work habits to adjust for 
the six- to eight-hour time zone difference to handle over 3,000 
phone patches during 1988. His Christmas, Florida station has 
stacked three-element beams for 15/20 meters to handle Middle 
Eastern and South Pacific region traffic.

John’s Campus, linked thousands of messages during each crisis, 
providing a valuable resource to assist disaster victims.

Dear Andy: 

However well-intentioned, the letter in Florida Skip last month from ARRL Executive 
Vice-President Dave Sumner, K1ZZ, concerning my investigative reports about Ar- 
menian earthquake communications adds to the confusion it purports to clear up. (Please 
see Florida Skip cover stories in January and February plus page six.in March ‘‘Soviets 
Approve Amateur Radio Joint Venture.) 

Contrary to the glowing press releases issued throughout by ARRL, the truth is that the 
six donated packet stations airlifted to Moscow on December 21st for Armenian 
emergency communications were never pressed into service for the purpose intended. 

Informed Soviet sources say that initial use of two of the stations in Moscow was 
unrelated to the disaster. And subsequent use in Yerevan more than a month after the 
quake was not for emergency communications but as part of a computer tracking system 
_ (dubbed “‘POISK’’) to locate some 100,000 displaced Armenian citizens. 

In this letter, Sumner says;~“It isnot for us,-sitting several thousand miles away, to 
second-guess the decisions of those on the firing line.’’ Yet when Chuck Sheffer, KJ4TY, 
sent to the USSR by the International Amateur Radio Network, studied the original plan 
for deployment of the packet stations in the affected area, he found it unworkable. 
Inaccessable mountin ranges covered with snow and lacking any power source blocked 

communications. Even the Soviet Radio Sports Federation, upon hearing Sheffer’s 
assessment, admitted that their plan was fatally flawed. They pointed out that they hadn’t 
had the kind of emergency training which is routine here and asked Sheffer, who is also an 
ARRLE.C., for American help. 

And now to the six packet stations which were missing. While Sumner is correct when 
he writes, ‘‘I’m sure.the amateurs who you report as.trying to track the equipment down 
had-every good intention, but the answers to their questions were in Moscow, not here 
...’’ he is misleading when he adds, ‘‘And those questions have now been answered.” 
Here, Florida Skip readers are left with a glaring omission. Leonid Labutin, UA3CR, who 
was the authorized party to receive the gear from ARRL, in fact kept it hidden from 
Soviet hams during the disaster need until disciplined and ordered to forward it by top 
officials of the Soviet government. 

As much as a positive spin is desirable, we owe our foremost allegiance to truth.

Most PBBS (Packet Bulletin Board Stations) will prompt the 
user for information the first time they check on to that board. 
Some PBBS will prompt only for your name, others will prompt for 
four bits of information. They are, your first name, your home 
PBBS, your zip code and your QTH. Your home PBBS iden- 
tification is important. 

Although you can place NTS traffic and/or electronic mail on 
any full service PBBS, your home PBBS is where you expect to 
receive traffic or mail addressed to your call sign. These ‘‘N”’ 
prompts are answered individually; assume your name is Frank 
your zip code is 33177, your QTH is Miami, and now regularly check 
N4LDG for personal mail. 

There are several PBBS’s in Miami. Should you check into any 
of them, the ‘“‘N” answers should be identical on all boards.

bomb landed. It is now 2 beautiful park called appropriately Peace 
Park. Afterwards we visited the Atom Bomb Museum where they 
have artifacts and pictures of the devastation and suffering 
wrought by the bomb. When you see this you’ll never want to see 
another atom bomb dropped: The damage to buildings and human 
life was indescribable! 

From Nagasaki the ship sailed to Pusan, Korea. In Pusan the 
sights were the International Market which is a series of narrow 
streets containing thousands of stores, all’ selling bargains in 
everything imaginable. Most items were knock-offs and cheap 
copies, poorly made. All I bought was a ‘‘Gucci’’ dress watch for 
$17. 

Next stop, the Fish Market, with hundreds of booths selling live 
fish, oysters, eels, octopus and God knows what else, all swimming 
around in small tubs so the locals could pick out the seafood they 
wanted. 

We also visited the International Cemetery where men of all 
nations are buried. These men fought and died representing the 
United Nations in their defense of the South Koreans against the 
Chinese invasion. " 

Back to the ship for the next port, Tinsing, China, where we were 
met by 20 modern air-conditioned buses that took the 650 
passengers on a four-hour ride to Beijing, the capital of China, 
where we spent three days and two nights in the Lido Hotel (a Holi- 
day Inn) which is a modern western hotel. (I had to go halfway 
around the world to stay at a Holiday Inn?) ’ 

Beijing (formerly called Peikin) is the third largest city in the 
world with over 11 million people (and half of them own a bicycle). 
That night we were given a banquet at the Beijing Hotel and were 
entertained by the Beijing Symphony Orchestra and two very good 
Chinese opera singers.. . 

All lunches and dinners were served Chinese-style with Chinese 
foods. You sit at round tables seating 10 people with a lazy-susan in 
the center. Waitresses place many different dishes on the lazy- 
susan and you take a little of each to put on your plate. Chopsticks 
are used for eating (you could ask for a fork if you couldn't get the 
knack of cating with them) and the food is usually diced or 
shredded and would include beef, veal, pork, fish, duck, chicken, 
vegetables, rice and a few other items you ate but didn’t want to 
know what it was. 

While in Beijing we visited the Temple of Heaven, the Summer 
Palace, the Forbidden City (which was prominently featured in the 


movie ‘‘The Last Emperor”’) and a climb dn the Great Wall. The ~ 


Great Wall is the only man-made object that can be clearly seen 
from space. This was quite an experience. It was cold and windy 
and it seemed like half the population of China was there also. 

We returned to the ship and embarked for the next stop at 
Dalian, China. When the ship docked the next morning, we were 
greeted by a hundred children, some in Panda costumes, dancing 
and waving flowers to martial music.
